Letter from Fort-Yale. 
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■Wednesday Morning. April 30, 1862. 
Progress of the Civil War in the States 

Scan the telegrams as we may from the 
first of April to the latest dates, mid we can 
glean no si>;ns of peace between the bel- 
litrerents in the States. Everywhere in the 
Confederate Stales there is unlliino but war. 
Federals and Confederates alike appear 
stronger to-day than ever they were — each 
more determined to resist the other till one 
side or the other lay down their arms and 
sue for peace. The opening of the winter 
.and spring campaign wliioti promised so 
much for the Federals arid Su little for the 
South is now changed favorably tn the lat- 
ter. The star of Beauregard is Mill in the 
ascendant. The good fortune thai attended 
him at Sumpter aud Bulls Run shines still 
more brilliantly at Pittsburg Landing. In 
the darkest hour of the rebels, when Fed- 
eral victories one after another in Arkansas, 
at Somerset, Fort Henry and Doll el SOU, 
seemed to point to the speedy downfall of 
the rebel confederacy — at that hour the 
luckiest if not the ablest southern -com- 
mander, leaves his entrenchments at Cor- 
inth; disputes the advance of the Federals; 
gnins a great victory, and inspires the 
whole South with renewed hopes of con- 
quering an independence. Literally Pitts- 
burg Landing was a, victory and a defeat for 
each side. The first day victory perohed 
on the banner of tho South, whilst the 
northern army was defeated and disorgan- 
ized. The second day left the Federals 
masters of tho field, though unable to follow 
the retreating ieb Is. Practically, Pitt*- 
burg Landing is a great victory for the Con- 
federated. The sacrifice nl life on each 
side has been very great ; but it is in the 
effect on the southern people that the. hat- 
ties of Piltsburg Landing are most plainly 
seen. Already Beauregard has received 
large reinforcements. His force is nuw 
100,000 strong. His artillery is admittedly 
better than ttie Federals; bis generalship 
vastly superior to Grant or Duel. Corinthis 
being fortified. It is to be another .Manassas. 

The defensive now and not the aggressive 
appears to be Beauregard'* policy till such 
time as he can strike a telling blow. Corinth 
is made the key of the west. Tennessee, 
Arkansas, Louisiana, Mississippi and Ala- 
bama are all within its reach. Whoever 
holds it is master ut those States. Gen. 
Halleck, the Federal Commander-in-Chief 
of the Western Department, bus arrived at 
Pin-burg Landing. Nothing cun be more 
inrlieaiivo of tlio cneigency ; noitiliig speaW* , 
more plainlv of the great interests at stake. ] 
There is noihing for lialleok but for the ag- 
gressive ; but opposed to nn enemy so strong- 
Iv posted in numbers and position, the 
l tuners appear against the Federals. He 
ha* cut on communication between Corinth 
and Richmond. Rut Bomeihitijl more has 
to be done. Beauregard cannot budge. 
Farther south may be found supplies ol 
cotton j hut not of provisions for his men. 
Two months more will bring on the heals of 
summer, which will do as much to thin the I 
Northern ranks as the Southern sharp shoot- 
ers. So if tialleck succeeds hi all, he will 
have to do so at once ; aud we rather doubt 
the success of any attempt. The fiendlike 
fierceness with which the confe.lerat.-s fought 
at Pittsburg, snd the practical generalship 
of lieauregard on the battle field, winch 
Halleck does not yet possess, or has not 
yet shown, with the nearly balanci d force* 
on each side, and all the dined vantages ol 
attacking s strongly fortified position, rendei 
Federal success at Corinth a doubiful mat- 
ter If Halleck, however, win-, he will 
earn Ins laurels ; but to win the woik will 
have to be done loon.

The IH'.st Diguinoh. — The most reliable 
information received from above gives us to 
understand that there is no prospect of the 
mining season opening for at least two 
months to cumo. This fact, combined with 
the scarcity oi provisions, should serve to 
doter men from rushing blindly to the mines, 
except they have plenty of means or a " sure 
thing" at the diggings. Decidedly the best 
diggings that the sister colony offers 
just now will be found on the now trails. 
The pay-dirt, if prospected once a month, 
will yield S40 and grub to the pan— steady 
work and pay for the next three months. 
By the time the trails are completed, the 
mining season will have only fairly com- 
menced, and each laborer can have a 
"stake" which will give him an outfit and 
carry him to the very heart of Cariboo with 
spare cash in his purse. Besides these 
advantages, it must be remembered that 
the new roads are to extend Caribooward, 
and (hat each day's work performed on them 
will lake Ibe miner so much nearer the end 
of his journey. Taking into consideration 
the high price of provisions, the frozen stale 
of the auriferous ground, and the numerous 
disadvantages from which immigrants 
nearly always Buffer on their (irst entrance to 
a fiesh field of labor and enterprise, we 
conscientiously recommend our newly ar- 
rived readers to pilch into the road-diggings 
and leave the Curibuo mines to take cure of 
themselves for at least two months to 
come. 

The Small Pox. — Another death oc- 
curred yesterday at the Chimseau village. 
No new cases were reported. The Chimse- 
ans and Songishes will leave to-dny for one 
of the islands in the Straiis. Two of our 
Chinese population have been attacked with 
the disease— one a boy ami the other a man. 
They are eared for by their people. Rev. 
Mr. Garrett yesterday caused a small pox 
hospital to be erected on the Indian Reserva- 
tion, and several patients will he at once 
placed in it. All Indians within the limits 
ol the town, who do not live with whites, 
have been notified to leave for the Reserve 
or the huts occupied by them will be pulled 
down about their ears. The gunboat Grap- 
pler arrived in the harbor last evening to be 
on hand ill case of any resistance on the 
pail ot the Indians to the ei.loiceuient of 
the Police orders. 

Past RlDINO. — Charles Cooper, a young 
colored man, in llie employ of Messrs. Rein- 
hart & Co., was dispatched by his employ- 
ers to Eoqnimalt on Monday evening, and, 
mounted on the race-horse Volunteer, was 
pasting swiftly through Store street, when 
he had the misfortune to run down a Chim- 
seau clootehman, breaking her collar-bone 
and inflicting oiher serious injuries. Cooper 
was arretted, and in Court yesterday the 
defence urged that the horse was uncontrol- 
lable and had been taken by the accused for 
the reason that no other animal was to be ob- 
tained. .Mr. fteinhnrt informed the Court 
thai he would settle the doctor's bill and see 
that the unman « as well cared lor. The 
case was remanded for three days to await 
the result of the injuries inflicted. 

Stem ii. — "he stench arising from the 
new drain at the corner of Bastion and Gov- 
ernment stree's, is horrible. Ii salutes the 
nostrils of passers by and has quite a nau- 
seating elfict upon weak stomachs. The 
nui-niice is enough to bleed a pestilence 
in the town, and it is a matter of wonder 
lhal it should be allowed to continue one 
hour when its most disagreeable features 
might be removed by the application of a 
pound or two of cholride of. lime.

— A gentleman 
recently from Lillooet says that when he 
left provisions were hardly to be obtained at 
any price. A large number of men were 
anxiously awaiting the arrival of supplies 
from below. Our informant met many 
wagon loads on the way up, and thinks that 
the immediate wants of the men are sup- 
plied beforo this.
